San J o se, January 24th.—'The morning 
session of the eighth Convention of Ameri­ 
can Horticulturists, which began here to­ 
day, was held in the Baptist Tabernacle. 
The Committee 011 Order of Business an­ 
nounced three sessions for each day. 
In the afternoon the Convention was 
largely attended. Prof. George Hussman, 
the California Agent of the United States 
Commissioner of Agriculture, read an ex­ 
cellent paper on grape culture, and a gen­ 
eral discussion ensued, Messrs. Buck, llateh 
and Hubbard, the latter of New York, and 
Munson of Texas taking part. 
J. Pryor, of the Oakland Board of Trade, 
urged the Convention to visit Oakland, and 
it was resolved to do so if possible. 
In the evening the delegates visited the 
Citrus Fair in Horticultural Hall. Mayor 
Dreyfogle welcomed them. Several other 
speeches were made. 
I’roft ssor Redpatlr, the eminent historian, 
was introduced. He said the desert lands 
of California only required energy to de­ 
velop them. 
President Earl was then introduced. He 
said that California was the Mecca of 
American fruit-growers. If California was 
O ily creeping now, what would it he when 
it began to walk 
To morrow the delegates visit the Normal 
School. 
DEA TH IN TH E PIT. 
T w enty-six Elves Lost l>y a Fire-dam p 
E xplosion. 
[Copyright, ISAS, by the California Associated Press.j 
V ic t o r ia (B. C.), January 24th.—There 
was a tremendous explosion to day in the 
Wellington colliery, at Nanaimo, and im­ 
mediately after it occurred manager Bry- 
den hastened to the mouth of the pit and 
found the fan beam partly injured. This 
was immediately repaired and the fan was 
soon in good working order. The shaft 
limbers were destroyed snd the cages could 
not be used. A pulley and rope were im­ 
mediately prepared. 
One man had climbed nearly to the 
mouth of the pit, and was drawn up ex­ 
hausted. Another man reached the sur­ 
face in the same manner, but a third lost 
his hold tifty feet from the top and fell 
DOWN TO CERTAIN DEATH 
At the bottom of the shaft. A temporary 
cage was then constructed, and at 1 o'clock 
103 out of the 160 men in the mine had 
been rescued. One white man. Robert 
W illiams, was taken out dead. 
The explosion took place in the last 
level, and it was feared that the twenty-live 
men imprisoned there were dead. This 
proved to be the case, and at 5 o’clock their 
bodies were carried to the surface, and the 
work of taking out the Chinese was begun. 
NAMES OK THE VICTIMS. 
Following are the names of those believed 
to be dead ; Elisha Davis, W. Finch, Chas 


William Greenwell, Duncan McDonald, E. 
Godfrey. Also, four Frenchmen and three 
Italians. 
NO HOPE FOR THE MISSING. 
Two men not in the employ of the com­ 
pany were taken dawn by the miners. 
Twenty-five Chinese were employed as run­ 
ners and fourteen Chinese were employed 
by the miners as loaders. 
All possible endeavors are being made to 
recover the bodies. The greatest obstacle 
is the after-damp. No hopes are enter­ 
tained of saving those below. 
There is no scarcity of volunteers, as the 
officials and employes of the Vancouver 
Coal Company are rendering every assist­ 
ance required. 
Not much damage was done to the mine, 
but how the explosion took place is a mys­ 
tery. 
L a t er—Mr. Dinsmuir lias just come into 
the oifiee, and says they have got the 
bodies of four white men and six China­ 
men, and expect to get all out by daylight. 
The work is progressing very fast. 


W H ERE D ID H E GET IT ? 
A M arysville lLirber D evelops a Clear 
Chi*e of Leprosy. 
U opynyht, 1588, by the Californi<i Associated /Vcís.J 
M a b t s v ii.i.e , January 24th—J. O. Cous­ 
ins, a well-known barber of this city, in 
which he has been a continuous resident 
for many years, has developed what two 
physicians have pronounced a well-marked 
case of leprosy. For the 1 ast six months 
he has been unable to work, and was pre­ 
viously under treatment for what was sup­ 
posed to be a comptira'ively unimportaut 
form of skin disease, but now the condi­ 
tion of the skin is such as to leave no 
doubt of the nature of the disease. It is 
not known that Cousins was ever exposed 
to the contagion, and he says he can oiler 
no explanation of the origin of his leprosy. 
He is a mulatto, abont sixty years of age, 
and came here from one of the South­ 
ern States.

CONVENTION TURNED INTO A

A Day's 3\ ork in Congress—Benson's 
Partner Arrested—California 
Fruits in Danger.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS:. 
The St'uute. 
W a sh in g to n, January 24th.—In the Sen­ 
ate to-day. Hear called up the motion 
made by Gorman some time since to recon­ 
sider the vote by which the Senate had 
ordered a special committee of five on Pa­ 
cific^ Railroad matters. He explained his 
motive in proposing a special committee. 
The Judiciary Committee had had the sub­ 
ject under consideration for a great while, 
and he should be the last Senator to ques­ 
tion the capacity of the committee to deal 
with that or any other subject within its 
jurisdiction, but the pressure of work upon 
tli'it committee had precluded its giving 
hearings to the persons interested. It was 
important that legislation on this subject 
should be considered by a committee that 
could have before it the representatives of 
the companies and officers of the Govern­ 
ment. 
Gorman said his motion had been made 
nnder the general impression that a sub­ 
ject of such magnitude could better be con­ 
sidered by a standing committee. He now 
thought it best to refer it to a select com­ 
mittee. He suggested, however, that the 
committee consist of seven instead of five 
members. 
Edmunds, after saying h? would be glad 
to have the Judiciary Committee relieved of 
some labor on this subject, added that the 
only legislation that bad ever asserted any 
rights of the Government in regard to 
these railroad companies had conte front 
the Judiciary Committee. It had twice re­ 
ported measures which, if the Senate liau 
agreed to them, the railroad companies 
would probably have accepted, and the 
upshot of which would have given the 
Government security on every species of 
property which these companies had ac­ 
quired. 
Either directly or indirectly 
something ought to be done, and done 
speedily, in this matter. 
Vest spoke in the same strain, and after 
further discussion the motion to refer the 
matter to the Railroad Commission (made 
by Davis) was rejected. The original resolu­ 
tion was modified by increasing the mem­ 
bership of the select committee to seven, 
and it was then adopted—yeas 54, nays 15. 
I’almer then addressed the Senate at 
suue 'ength 011 the subject of the bill in­ 
troduced by him on the 12th instant, to 
regulate immigration. The bill was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Foreign Rela­ 
tions, and the Senate proceeded to the con­ 
sideration of the deficiency bill. No dis­ 
position of it was made before adjourn­ 
ment. 
The following hills were introduced at 
to-day’s session : 
By Davis—To amend the pension laws 
so they shall not prohil it the payment of 
pensions money to any persons who served 
in the late rebellion against the United 
States but afterwards voluntarily enlisted 
in the military or naval service of the Uni­ 
ted States and incurred their disability in 
the line of duty. 
By Hoar—To change the time of meet­ 
ing of the long session of Congress to the 
first Monday in October, and of the short 
session to the second Monday in Novem­ 
ber.By Plumb—For the extension of south­ 
ern and western boundaries of Kansas, so 
as to include the Public Land Strip. 
Th© H ouse. 
W ashington, January 24th.— WRittliorne 
of Tennessee, from the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, reported -the bill appropriating 
$175,000 for the repair of the United States 
steamship Hartford (Farragut's old flag­ 
ship), now at the Mare Island Navy Yard. 
Referred to the Committee of the Whole. 
Davis of Massachusetts, from the Com­ 
mittee on Commerce, reported a bill to re­ 
ward Esquimaux natives for their acts of 
humanity to shipwrecked seaman. Com­ 
mittee ot the 3S’ho!e. 
Richardson of Tennessee, Chairman of 
the Committee on Printing, reported the 
resolution calling on the Public Printer for 
information as to whether he ha3 recently 
discharged or furloughed any of his force, 
and if so for what reason, at a time when 
printing ordered by the House is largely in 
arrears. Also, w hether in making such dis­ 
charge regard bad been had to the statute 
giving preference to honorably discharged 
soldiers. Adopted. 
The bill conferring civil jurisdiction in 
Indian Territory on United States Courts 
having criminal jurisdiction was passed. 
Wheeler of Alabama ¡offered a resolu­ 
tion for the printing of 5,000 extra copies 
of the report of the Board of Visitors to 
the Military Academy. Referred. 
Mr. 
Wheeler paid a tribute to George W. Childs, 
of Philadelphia, President of the Board, 
whose philanthropy and generosity were 
not bounded by municipalities, by State, 
by sections nor by the people, and whose 
fame extended to races foreign to us in 
language and ideas. 
The House theu adjourned.

W a s h in g t o n , January 24th.—The House 
Ways and Means Committee met this 
morning but adjourned without doing any­ 
thing. The Democratic members of the 
committee are at work secretly* on a bill 
which they expect to have in readiness to 
report within the next three weeks. From 
a reliable source it is learned that, as at 
present formed, the free list will be largely 
extended. 
It is said that green fruit will be put on 
the free list by the committee, but that the 
duties on dried fruits—such as raisins and 
prunes—will not be disturbed. If oranges, 
lemons, bananas, etc., are to be admitted 
free from the West India Islands, it will 
seriously affect the trade in those articles 
in California and Florida. 
It must be borne in mind, however, that 
the recommendations of a committee do 
not by any means constitute legislation, 
and if the Democratic House should pass 
the bill it by no means follows that the 
Republican Senate will adopt the views of 
the House. 
It is understood that the reduction iu the 
metal schedule will include a drop from 
$17 to $13 per tou on steel rails, and that 
$100,ouo of revenue will be lost to the Gov­ 
ernment annually on this single item.

Most of the delegates were ne­ 
groes, and there were contesting delegates 
present from nearly all the precincts in the 
city. In less than half an hour the Con­ 
vention was little less than a howling mob 
of rival factions, which were struggling 
fiercely for the possession of the stage. 
The quarreling, wrangling and shouting 
continued until about 2 o’elock, by which 
time the police took possession of the stage 
and cleared the hall. Half an hour later 
all persons who could show credentials were 
readmitted, one by one, and the Conven­ 
tion resumed its session.

COMSTOCK’S COLD DAY. 
A P hiladelphia Jury Sees N othing In de­ 
cent in N ude W orks. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , January 24th.—A short 
time ago Anthony Comstock, Chief Special 
Agent of the New Y'ork Society for the 
Suppression of Vice, came to this city and 
purchased from five different dealers in 
works of art a number of pictures which 
were alleged to be obscene. Comstock en­ 
tered complaint against the dealers, and 
they were indicted by the Grand Jury. 
The trial of all the cases was taken up 
to-duv, and after hearing considerable evi­ 
dence on both sides in four of the cases, 
Assistant District Attorney Kerr declined 
to proceed further, saying he did not be­ 
lieve the pictures were obsceue. 
The Judge said it was not very easv to 
define actually what the terms “ lewd " and 
“ obscene 
meant. Nude pictures were 
not necessarily lewd or indecent. If that 
were so. it would include everything, and 
it would include pictures of the most sa­ 
cred kind. 
Where there was an intention 
to corrupt the public by the saie of in­ 
decent or lewd pictures, there ought to be 
severe punishment, but he did not think 
this was a case of that kind. 
The visit of Comstock to this city for the 
purpose of prosecuting dealers in artists’ 
supplies was criticised by his Honor. The 
bills of indictment in all the cases were 
submitted to the jury, and the defendants 
in all cases were acquitted. 


AN O TH ER BLIZZARD.

N ew York, January 24th.—The tariff as­ 
sociations of fire insurance companies to­ 
day decided to suspend the rules and rates. 
Secretary Broughton of the association 
says that the fire insurance will now be 
very cheap and remain so until the com­ 
panies are tired of doing business at cut 
rates. The action taken to-day practically 
means a dissolution of the association 
which has existed live years, and which 
has for its objects discriminating between 
risks nnd restricting brokers’ commissions. 
Business reaches the companies largely 
through brokers, and the companies which 
have remained outside of the association 
offered greater inducements for the brokers 
than those in the association, and conse­ 
quently sect 1 rtil the greater amount of 
business. The companies then began to 
leave the association, and there were 
charges of bad faith inside of the associa­ 
tion. Finally the brokers’ commission in 
question has brought about the present us­ 
tión.

OF 
TRIAL AND 
MONGERS. 
SCANDAL 


Our evening contemporary, referring to 
¡Ust criticisms by the people generally 
made upon it concerning its assault some 
tim e ago upon local Courts, on the assump­ 
tion that a divorce case of an ordinary 
character, was tried with closed doors, 
under the law providing for 
privacy 
because of the wealth and prominence 
of the parties, says; 
“ We recognize 
no law that would perm it the richest 
woman in the land to have any more pre­ 
rogatives in a Court than should he allowed 
to the poorest beggar that walks the 
streets.” 
Abstractedly the paragraph enunciates, 
floridly, a correct sentiment, hut the con­ 
text and its defensive character rob it of 
virtue. 
Unfortunately, too, for the as­ 
sumed indignation it represents, there is no 
law that permits the rich greater privileges 
than the poor. 
There is venality in high 
and wickedness in low places; Judges are 
sometimes untrue to their solemn obliga­ 
tions, jurors prove false to their oaths, wit­ 
nesses perjure themselves, and men in all 
walks are found who sell themselves to 
evil, but the law is im partial in spirit and 
in letter. 
To assaults upon the law, and the pro­ 
mulgation of false and dangerous interpre­ 
tations of it by a portion of the press, is 
due most of the discontent that finds its 
outcome in organized lawlessness. 
We 
mean to say that these and sim ilar attacks 
breed contempt for orderly government, 
lead men into radical socialism and an­ 
archy, and are at the root of infamously 
systematized schemes to suhveit the laws 
and sap the foundations of society. 
The 
wild and senseless raving that there are 
laws partial and favoring one class as 
against another, is unfortunately accepted 
In- a large number, who are thus educated 
into 
contempt 
for 
inalienable 
rights, 
ami 
that 
bitterness of feeling against 
forms 
of 
government 
which 
leads 
inevitably 
to 
revolt 
against 
free 
institutions. 
The 
unfortunate 
crea­ 
tures in Chicago who were swept into 
the whirlpool of Anarchism were led bv 
precisely such demagogic and false doc­ 
trine into attempts to overthrow the law 
.and destroy its machinery. 
In every ease 
such vicious att ; -k- are either the result 
of blundering ignorance of the law, or else 
are to lie accredited to a traitorous and 
despicable intent to em bitter the people 
against laws of their own making. 
Men 
who set about conscientiously to reform 
errors in our system—and it is not frie 
from them, being a human creation—do 
not proceed by such methods. 
The in­ 
stance being considered—and which is 
cited only in illustration of a principle— 
is evidently a feeble attempt to disguise a 
desire to cater to a morbid and impure 
taste, and not an effort to conserve public 
justice, for that would call the press to 
the vindication of the laws. 
The people 
make the laws against which the railing 
is directed; if a different jKilicy ought to 
distinguish them, then the proper object 
to which to address a protest is the law­ 
making power itself. 
A second attem pt 
to justify assault 
upon the privacy of 
trial guaranteed 
by the law to every citizen, leads the 
R ecord-Union to now brand such mis­ 
guided judgm ent as it deserves, for in its 
natural effects it is little less than in­ 
famous. 
A single moment's examination 
of the law, and a very little inquiry into 
the practice of the Court.-, will convince 
any intelligence not posing for effect and 
catering to a supposed popular distrust of 
the law, that the statutes of this .State re­ 
garding secrecy of trials are sound and wise. 
T he law encouraging privacy of trial, in 
th e interest of good morals and pul lie 
decency, is to be found in Section 10.>2 of 
the Political Code, which prohibits the 
record of pleadings 
and testimony in 
divorce cases being made public or in­ 
spected by any one except 
parties to 
the cases or under an order of Court. 
Also, in Section 125 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, which 
provides that 
in 
actions 
for 
divorce, seduction or 
breach 
of 
promise of marriage, the 
Court m a y direct the tiial of any i>,ue of 
fa t to be private, and exclude all persons 
except Court officers and the parties and 
witnesses. 
This is the law in every State 
in the Union, it is the practice in every 


Now that California is put into direct 
communication by rail with the rich val­ 
leys of Oregon, we must expect to more 
frequently meet her competition in bidding 
for desirable immigration.

tiiose of California to be shown to the 
jieople of our sister State, who have until 
within a few weeks been, though so near, 
so separated from us by natural barriers 
which the enterprise and jiersistence of 
railway builders have now surmounted.

Whoever will take jiains to examine the 
records or inform himself through such 
avenues of inquiry as are open to all citi­

secrecy of trial is iuvoked by the poor or 
those of moderate possessions and ordered 
for them far oftener than by the ric h ; 
that

Courts, 
irrespective 
of 
the 
po­ 
sitions of the jiarties in society, their 
social jrrominenee or obscurity. They will 
discover, also, th at the bawdy jiress in 
search for material to feed the grossness of 
depraved ajijietites, makes no outcry be­ 
cause the doors are closed in cases where 
the parties are not [irominent in the public 
eye ; that scores of issues are tried iu jiri- 
vacy, anil the records sealed Uj>, concerning 
which the sensational press manifests no 
interest. Let jiarties somewhat prominent 
be involved, however, in litigation con­ 
cerning the domestic relation, and the hct 
indignation of the purveyor of scandal 
finds vent in such jirotests as we have re­ 
ferred to. 
It is a mortifying fact that 
some Court- lack the courage to bar the 
door against these social scavangers in the 
very cases, of all others, in which they 
should do so. 
The Judges of the Courts in Sacramento 
I icing sought out, declare that there has 
Iieen no variation in the ajijilication of the 
rule of the statute here, nor any refusal to 
oue of that granted to another. 
T hat 
within very recent days the Courts’ doors 
have 
been 
closed ujion 
trials 
of 
a 
domestic 
character, 
and 
publicity of 
which would have done irrejiarable in­ 
jury, have brought shame and disgrace 
upon innocent children, and have defeated 
the ends of justice. 
In one notable recent 
case jiublicity would have prevented a 
happy denouement, and have intensified 
human woe and suffering. 
Y et in none of 
these cases lias the voice of scandal huck­ 
sters been heard to exclaim against the rule 
of the law, the jiarties to the issues 
being jieojile of little public prominence. 
If such trials as the laws of California and 
other States of the Union now wisely rel­ 
egate to the privacy of the Courts, were 
openly conducted, only a morbid, vulgar 
ajijietite would be appeased, while public 
sensibility would so lose its edge as to lie- 
come indifferent to the domestic woes in­ 
volved. 
And it is to be kept in mind that 
because the Courts close their doors by 
mandate of the law in certain cases, it is 
not to be assumed that the trials are of ne­ 
cessity and in themselves scandalous, for 
the purpose of the law is also to protect 
the sacred privacy of the domestic relation 
from the gaping curiosity of the world. 
Exposure of corrujition and denuncia­ 
tion of wrongdoing; the holding of official 
dishonesty up to jmblie reprobation ; these 
are commended by all men ; hut the whole 
truth is th at attempts to inflame the jiublie 
mind against the Courts because they obey 
the laws, and exercise a wise discretion in 
preventing publicity of scandalous matter, 
is in the direction of disorder. 
It is of the 
drift that sets strongly toward enm ity to 
American institutions; it tends to breed 
contempt for orderly government, and its 
legitimate outcome is 
lawlessness. 
It 
ought to be, and happily is, frowned ujion 
by the mass of the American jieople. 
Knowing th at they are their own legis­ 
late» s, they realize th at the laws aae at 
their beck anil command by orderly change 
or repeal. They are sensible to the truth 
that the jierjietuity of American institu­ 
tions dejiends no less ujion re»j*ect for the 
laws than ujxin the valor of the people 
and tlieir devotion to the principles of free 
government. 
Anarchism teaches th at the 
law is jiarfial and tyrannous, and the cry 
ofthe Anarchist is “ stab the law." All that 
second such heresy and cultivate a spirit 
of distrust in the law, directly aid and 
abet the enemies of republican institutions. 
Loyalty to public morals and the jioliey of 
the law th at conserves them and discour­ 
ages litigation, bids every self-respecting 
man to brand such im putations as that 
found in the paragraph quoted, as false 
and damnable.

R e c o r d - U n io n : The fear expressed 
by Mr. Klee in bis letter to the R e c o r d - 


U n io n , that the white cottony cushion scale 
insect wiil attack the sour Florida, or bitter 
sweet Seville orange tree, because it is of 
the citrus family, is groundless. 
These 
insects prefer a sweet sap to feed on- as the 
elm, acacia, sweet orange, lemon, lime and 
m any others. They never feed on the fig, 
ulmus, subecosa or cork-bark elm, or any 
of the trees with bitter sap. 
Mr. Moore, a large orange-raiser at Par- 
rametta. New South Wales, Australia, says 
that they are doing their best to find those 
varieties of the orange which are least sus­ 
ceptible to the mealy bug (or white cottony 
cusiiion scale), the brown scale and other 
insects. The fact that the trees on stocks 
of the bitter orange were seldom or never 
touched by disease could not fail to fix his 
attention. The consequence has been that 
plants propagated in this m anner have 
been brought into great demand. Orange- 
growers are advised to give this circum­ 
stance their attention, for not only is the 
disease escaped by grafting on bitter stock, 
but the flavor is improved. 
Even should 
the)’ be attacked, this is no reason ; we 
should wage an eternal, unrelenting war of 
extermination against this little creature. 
Compel every one who has this bug on 
their trees to “ clean up or cut down,” and 
not have future generations say that the 
descendants of the founders of this great 
republic were conquered by a miserable 
bug not an eighth of an inch long.

L e tte r fro m TV. H . M ills U p o n th e R e c e n t 
C old TV a v e . 
At a meeting of the Executive Commit­ 
tee of the State Board of Trade, held at San 
Francisco yesterday, an interesting letter 
was read from W. H . Mills, treating of the 
recent cold wave, and in which he said : 
“ Since the 1st of January an arctic wave 
has prevailed throughout the North Amer­ 
ican Continent, and throughout the larger 
portion, if not all, of the European coun­ 
tries, possibly throughout the entire North­ 
ern Hemisphere of the globe. This cold 
wave has been phenomenal, and especially 
so with reference to the region lying under 
the protection of the Sierra Nevada range. 
There is sulficient data upon which to base 
the opinion that the temperature experi­ 
enced was the lowest since the year 1S54, a 
period of A years. The cold wave extended 
to the mouth of the Mississipjii river, in 
Louisiana, and was perceptibly felt in the 
Island of Cuba. So far as our State is con­ 
cerned, I think we are at liberty to claim 
that the tem perature reached was mini­ 
mum for this climate—during an observa­ 
tion extending over a period of 40 years. 
We have, therefore, had an observation as 
to what may be expected, say three times in 
a century. We have at least found the low­ 
est temperature in a period of 34 years, and 
to preserve the record in an official way, 
and to avoid disputation and allegation 
which ¡3 sure to arise wherever official 
records are not preserved, I suggest that the 
State Board of Trade set on foot sjiecilic in­ 
quiry as to the m inim um temperature dur­ 
ing the recent cold wave throughout the 
United States, taking the lowest tempera­ 
ture reached in, say five representative local­ 
ities iu each State and Territory of the 
Union where observations have been kept, 
and, say ten representative localities in 
California, particularly those places where 
fruit-growing has reached its highest de­ 
velopment. The statistics thus ascertained 
should be published in a comparative table, 
not only in figures, but by comparative lists, 
showing the num ber of degrees of frost in 
each separate locality. This definite and 
authentic ascertainment will set at rest all 
dispute as to the real facts in the case and 
protect our State against misrepresentation. 
For illustration, in a belt extending from 
the Rocky Mountains eastward to Lake 
Michigan, the Arctic current produced a 
tem perature as low as 1)5°. This, you will 
observe, gives 07° of frost. 
A line repre­ 
senting temperature would, therefore, con­ 
tain 97 units of measurement. The lowest 
temjierature experienced in the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys, so far as came 
under my observation, was 25° above zero, 
nr 7° ot lrost. 
The comparative line rep­ 
resenting this climatic condition at its 
m inim um would therefore embrace seven 
units ot measurement, as against ninety- 
seven in the list brought into comparison 
above. 
I call your attention to the fact 
that Montana, Dakota, Wyoming, Minne­ 
sota, Nebraska and the region first above 
mentioned are attracting a very large im ­ 
migration from the Eastern States and 
from Europe. 
I understand the object of 
our State Board to be the collection and 
presentation of as much data as wiil in­ 
fluence the tide of immigration and bring 
to our State that fair share to which its de­ 
sirability as a place of residence entitles it.” 
On motion ot R. B. Blowers, of Yolo, the 
letter was filed and the manager was in­ 
structed to carry out the suggestion made. 
After transacting some other unim port­ 
ant business, the report of the Committee 
on Listin - Lands was made by Mr. Mor­ 
rissey, of Stockton. It provides, among 
other details, the registering at headquarters 
of all real estate, exee|>t city and county 
property; that lhe property so listed must 
be indorsed by the Boards of Trade of the 
respective counties; that a committee of 
three in each Board examine real estate 
before reported upon to the State Board. 
The report was adopted, with the exceji- 
tion of one clause, which was stricken out, 
relative to advertising at Board 
head­ 
quarters, anil a clause added which reads 
as follows: 
"N o soliciting for the sale of 
any proper'; shall ne made in the Board 
rooms ” 
A vote of thanks was tendered the com­ 
mittee, and Mr. Morrissey, the Chairman, 
accepted the ™ai«, hut expressed the firm 
conviction ' i 11 tbe whole scheme was a 
“ fraud.” He thought that in a few months 
there would be no land at all listed. 
The question of future meetings of the 
Executive Committee was discussed, and 
finally it was determined to hold the next 
meeting on February 7lh. and after that 
meetings will be held on the first Tuesday 
of each month.

The Amount of Fresh Meat Consumed in 
Sacram ento. 
Sacramento City has now a population of 
something over 60,000 people and to m ain­ 
tain life iu such a large num ber of persons 
requires a vast am ount of food, 
itecently 
a R ecobd-Usion representative made in­ 
quiries among the wholesale and retail 
butchers, to endeavor to arrive at the 
amount of fresh animal food, exclusive of 
fish, poultry and game, that is consumed in 
Sacramento in the course of a year. 
To 
say that the result arrived at opened the 
eyes of the statistic gatherer would be 
mentioniong the fact in a very mild and 
charitable way. 
The scribe first strolled 
into the immense meat m arket and pork 
packing establishment of Mohr it Yoerk. 
Making known bis errand, the gentlemen 
expr* 
c l their willingness to give the 
desired information, and from their figures 
it is gleaned that nearly ten thousand beeves 
are slaughtered annually in this city. 
At 
this rat" the monthly consumption of beef 
alone is about 433,417 pounds, and would 
am ount annually to over 5,225,000 pound?, 
exclusive of liver, brains, suet, kidneys, etc. 
This enormous am ount of beef would 
support a regiment of 500 men on an allow­ 
ance of a pound of meat per man per day, 
for nearly twenty-nine years. From the 
estimates furnished, there is consumed 
m onthly in ¡iris city about 160,067 pounds 
of m utton, or 
approximately 
2,000,000 
pounds annually—or say 50,000 sheep. 
his am ount of mutton would support a 
sim ilar regiment on sim ilar allowance for 
nearly eleven years. The veal consumed 
annually is about 1,000,000 pounds, or 11,­ 
000 calves, and would ¡¡import the regiment 
for nearly six years. The calf-killing is 
done only once a week in most of the 
slaughter-houses; 5,250,000 pounds of pork, 
or 35,000 hogs are consumed annually. A 
large am ount of the pork is converted into 
ham , bacon, lard, sausage, etc., and a con-1 
siderable part of this is exported. The en­ 
tire am ount of dressed meat handled in the 
•Sacramento markets amounts in a single 
year to the enormous quantity of 13,475,­ 
000 pounds. Estimates were also furnished 
by Odell A Herzog and F. Heilbron, but 
they vary but iittle in the aggregate. 
The 
regim ent could subsist on this am ount of 
foot! for nearly seventy four years.

A State Employe Who Has a Goltl Mine 
oq Butte Creek. 
A few days ago the following extract of 
an interview with Marcus D. Boruck ap­ 
peared in a San Francisco journal in refer­ 
ence to the State mineral cabinet, now in 
the Crocker Art Gallery, concerning the 
robbing of the cabinet of many of the gold 
specim ens: 
“ Some years ago the State purchased of 
J. M. Frey, of this city, now a resident of 
Newcastle, Placer county, a splendid cabi­ 
net of mineials, for which it paid $20,000. 
The cabinet was placed in the State Li­ 
brary, to the admiration of everyone who 
at that tim e visited it. These specimens 
were stolen from time to time, and so many 
vacancies occurred in the little receptacles 
where they were placed that public atten­ 
tion was so loudly called to it that State 
Librarian Wallis was even aroused to 
an apparent sense of duty. 
H e went 
to Chief of 
Police Dillman and in­ 
formed him that the specimens were 
being stolen. The Chief placed the matter 
in the hands of L. W. Farrell, one of the 
best detectives in the State. As is usual 
with him, he went to work with a will, 
and, after considerable search, came upon 
just the clue he wanted. H e found at 
1026 Sixth street, in this city, a firm of jew ­ 
elers named Hotfilter A Orafmiller. W hen 
these gentlemen were asked who had sold 
the specimens to them they promptly re­ 
plied by giving the name of an employe of 
Mr. W allis in the State Library, and they 
gave the detective the days on which speci­ 
mens had been purchased and the amounts 
paid. 
W ith this information Detective 
Farrell confronted the thief, who admitted 
the facts. He then repaired to the Chief 
of Police 
with his budget, telling the 
Chiet 
of 
his 
good 
fortune. 
Wal­ 
lis was sent for and the Chief took 
him into liis office and in the presence of 
Detective Farrell said: 
‘ We have de­ 
tected the thief who has been stealing the 
specimens from the cabinet: it is so and so, 
who is employed by you in the State Li­ 
brary.' 
'O h ! my God!’ replied Wallis, 
wringing his hands. • That will not do. 
1 
will not do anything to injure him . Chief, 
just let the matter drop where it is.’ 
And 
it was dropped. 
And that man is still em­ 
ployed by Wallis in the State Library, and 
draws large amounts 
from 
the State 
Treasury. 
The information was laid be­ 
fore the Governor, and, as each case of 
theft had to be treated singly, they were 
charges of petty larceny only, and were 
barred by the statute of lim itations.” 
Yesterday a R ecord-Vnion representa­ 
tive called on Messrs. Hotfilter A Gruf- 
miller at their place of business, and asked 
them if they would be willing to furnish 
the reporter with any information they had 
upon the subject. 
The gentlemen stated 
that when the party who sold them the 
specimens first came into their store, they 
asked his name and from where he ob­ 
tained the minerals. H e gave his name as 
Brown, and said he received the specimens 
from his son-in-law or brother-in-law, who 
had a mining claim on 
Butte Creek. 
Brown first sold specimens on October 8, 
1884, to the amount of $12. On December 
8th, of the same yeai, he again visited their 
store and disposed of $1 20 worth of gold 
specimens, giving the same account of them 
as before. H e did not sell any more speci­ 
mens to them until February 3, 1885, when 
he received $1 2c for w hat gold lie had. 
Twenty-four days later, February 27th, he 
again sold gold specimens to the firm and 
received for them $3 50. On April 13th he 
was paid $7 50 for the specimens he pre­ 
sented. July 30th he appeared at the store 
and sold $24 worth of specimens. His last 
sale to the firm was on August 31st 
of the same year, when he was paid $21. 
Since the last date he has been in the store 
to sell specimens but once. On that occa­ 
sion he did not sell. H e left the store, re­ 
marking that he would call later in the 
day and dispose of the specimens. At that 
tim e he displayed about $15 worth of gold. 
The gentlemen, not knowing Brown, and 
haviDg no knowledge that Iris story con­ 
cerning the Butte county m ine was false, 
did not suspicion anything crooked in the 
matter. They did not know where Mr. 
Brown was employed until informed by 
the reporter. A tour of the other stores 
where gold is bought failed to disclose 
that Brown had disposed of specimens at 
any other place. One or two dealers in 
old gold could not remember whether or 
not they had purchased gold specimens at 
the time indicated. The circumstance of 
Brown being employed at the library, and 
the sale of so many gold specimens, anil 
his alleged acknowledgment of the steal­ 
ing, should be sufficient cause for such a 
man to be removed from the employ of the 
State, and denied admittance to the Capitol 
building.

Wood, of Wood A Co., re­ 
turned yesterday from a business trip to 
the southern part of the State, 
i e reports 
that the orange crop has been seriously in­ 
jured at Santa Anna, Riverside and San 
Gabriel by the cold wave which recently 
struck the southern citrus belt. The loss 
on oranges alone is claimed to be 56 per 
cent. Much damage has been reported 
done to the tender branches and young 
trees. 
The Woodland Mail says: 
We are told 
by some of the sheep raisers of Yolo county 
that tbe recent cold snap was not very 
damaging to their interests further than to 
retard the growtli of grass. The sheep be­ 
ing in good order, stood tlie weather "well 
and there were very few losses. The con­ 
tinued spell of wet weather, they say, is 
more damaging to sheep than the cold 
weather was, but sheep that have plenty of 
feed are doing well. 
The wholesale butchers of Sacramento 
say that although the price of beef has 
slightly advanced there will be no danger 
of a scarcity in the home market. The 
supply in some sections is becoming quite 
limited. H . Fiske, a wholesale butchpr of 
Stockton and also a State of Nevada cattle- 
raiser. while in the city yesterday reported 
that there were over 600 head of cattle and 
3,000 sheep at Reno, corralled, waiting 
transportation facilities. 
The average Signal Service temperature 
yesterday was 53°, being 5° warmer than 
the normal temperature for that day. The 
highest and lowest temperature was 60° and 
42 . with light southerly winds during the 
early morning and gentle northerly winds 
tiie remainder of the day and calm at night. 
W eather cloudy to fair, with sprinkle of 
rain at night, inappreciable in measure­ 
ment. making 4 27 inches for January, and 
6.83 for the season, as against 4.22 inches to 
an equal date last year. 
The Biggs Fruit Union has incorporated 
to encourage and promote the business of 
fruit-raising by all legitimate means. The 
capital st'xk is $50,000, divided into 500 
shares of $100 each. Biggs is on the right 
road to prosperity, for her citizens have 
united in the grand work of developing the 
many resources of the section. The advent 
of Rio Bonito Colony Company has aroused 
the people there and they are beginning to 
realize the grand possibilities of their 
section.
